Helds Budget Down 


Approval of a-ten 
of $2,783,298 for the 
year—a budget that see a pth 
in tax millage but an increase in 
expenditures—was voted by the 
County Commiission at ite meeting 
Monday. 

Final action on the budget which 
calls for a 11.66 mill levy, has been 
set for July 23. The tax levy for 
the past year was 11.69 mills. 

County Commissioner John 
Prince explained that it was pos- 
sible to increase expenditures dur- 
ing the coming year and at the 
same time reduce the tax millage 
because of an increase in the as- 
sessed valuation of property 
throughout the county. Prince 
said that property improvements 
in the past year was responsible 
for the boost in valuation. 

Full amount‘of the county’s op- 
erating budget will not be raised 
by taxation as the revenue from 
taxes will be augmented by a cash 
carry-over from the t bud- 
get and from revenues received 
from such as state 

Most of the budget increases, ac~ 
cording to R. B. McKee, assistant 
county auditor, were appropriated 
to take care of the increased cost 
of living and raising commodity 
prices, ° 

Provided in the tentative budget 
is more than a quarter million dol- 
lars which is marked for a coun- 
ty building fund. This money is 
raised fi a one-mill tax levy. 
McKee said that in past years, this 
levy of one mill had been channel-

Also upped this year is the coun- 
ty's fund for park improvement 
which was set at $149,671 as com- 
pared to $122,566 a year ago. 

Possible reactivation of Interna- 
tional Airport was reflected in the 
‘budget for the coming year with 
some $73,000 being lopped off the 
fund. The airport funds this year 
x | provide for construction of a new 
terminal on the south side 
field, The county still op- 
erates airports in the Glades and 
at Lantana. ` 

The tax roll is based on the to- 
tal assessed valuation this year ot 
$204,593,131—an increase of $13,- 
152,860 over the last year. Of the 
assessed valuation, a total of $56,- 
849,170 is removed from operating 
tax assessments as homestead ex- 
emptions.

Changes Made In 
Juvenile Court Law 


The County Commission's- bud- 
get session this week was thrown 
momentarily into slight confus- 
ion whne .County Judge Richard 
P. Robbins at the last minute 
walked into the room and tossed 
cut a legislative act which pro- 
vides for establishment of a coun- 
ty juvenile court. 

The bill provides that all county 
juvenile cases be handled in the 
new court with the exception of 
capital crimes. Cases now handled 
in county criminal court and in 
various municipal courts through- 
out the county will be channeled 
into the new juvenile court which 
Judge Robbins heads. 

The bill also provides substan- 
tial salary increases for’ Judge 
Robbins and Mrs. Nelle Smith, 
county probation officer who will 


:|be known as a counselor in the 


new , set-up. 

The commission, previous tc 
Monday’s meeting, had spent sev- 
eral weeks in drating a budget 
or the coming’ year, and aparently 
had not heard from Judge Robbins 
during the: preliminary sessions. 

Just before. they~were to take 
action on the tentative _ budget 
Monday, Judge Robbins came into 
the meeting and read portions of 
the new law to the commission 
members, The board hastily made 
some calculations and added an- 
other $10,000 to take care of the 
new juvenile set up. ` 

The juvenile court law-is report- 
edly a measure which has been 
pushed by ‘the county juvenile 
Judges fpx_the past year. The 
measure) will completely revamp 
the set-up now available in the 
county for handling juvenile cases.

319 Cattle Sold At 
Glades Livestock - 
Market Monday 


There were 319 cattle sold at the 
Glades Livestock Market Monday 
‘at the weekly cattle sale for a re- 
turn of $48,556.43. 

Stocker calves topped the mark- 
et bringing as high as $37.00 per 
.100 weight. Stocker cattle are 
strong in demand as cattlemen are 
expanding their ranches during the 
summer months. 

According to George C. Young, 
manager of the market, prices on 
stocker cattle are expected to con- 
tinue steady throughout the sum- 
mer. 

Buyers and producers éxpected 
the heavy rains in this section to 
reduce the supply of cattle offered 
at the sale. But despite the fact. 
that‘ water gauges showed a rain- 
fall of 13 inches during the week at 
some places, cattlemen were able 
to provide an adequate number of 
animals for an excellent sale. 
When the mucklands - become 
water soaked it is difficult. to get 
the cattle from the pastures. > 

Slaughter cattle stayed within 
ceting prices with slaughter steers 
and heifers bringing $29.00 to 
$81.50 for common grades. Utility 
grades sold for $26.75 to $29.00; 
cutter grades $24.25 to $26.50 and 
canner, $18.25 td $23.00. 

Prices of slaughter calves ‘re- 
mained strong wits'common grade 
bringing $30 >to $36.00. Utility 
grade sold for $29.00 to $30.50, 
and cullg for $25.00. . 

Slaughter cows, utility grades. 
brought $24.50 to $26.00; and cut- 
ter and canner grades $19.50 to 
$26.00. Bulls, common grade, sold 
for $31.25 and canner and cutter 
quality, $23 to $26.25. 

Stocker steers, medium grade, 
sold from $27.50 to $32.00. Com- 
mon grade brought $26.75 to $31.25 
and-inferiors $22.75 to $29.25. ` 

The demand for stocker heifers 
was strong with common grade 
bringing $26.50 to $30.25, and in- 
feriors, $23 to $28.50. 

Stocker calves are still on the 
up and up with prices soaring as 
high as $37.00 per 100 weight. 
Medium grade of calves brought 
$29 to $35.00; common, $28.00 to 
$30.50;.and inferiors, $21 to $22.25. 

Stocker cows, common grade, 
sold for $24 to $25,75 and inferior 
grade, $21.00 to $29.00. Bulls, com- 
mon, brought $26.25 to $28.50 and- 
inferior, $23.50 to $26.00.

TALLAHASSEE —- A record}lowed to homesteads. In another

TEACHERS—School boards can- 
not pay lump sums to teachers, 
but must spread proposed increase 
over succeeding 12 months. 

ATTRACTIONS—State highway 
patrolmen may regulate traffic in 
and out of drive-in theatres, motor 
courts, public attractions, etc. 

JUVENILES — Juvenile court 
may enter an order to protect a 
child in danger, even though cir- 
cuit court already has jurisdiction. 

FEES—Money collected by the 
industrial commission from the in- 
spection of elevators and employ- 
ment agencies may be used for ex- 
penses. 

PRECINCTS—It is ‘not manda- 
tory that county commissions 
make county election precinct 
boundaries match those of city pre- 
cincts. 

PRINTING—Tax assessor legal- 
ly may order printed matter from 
county commissioner who runs a 
newspaper, 

ALIEN—An alien may not be- 
conte a notary public in Florida. 

ESTATE—Property owned by 
husband and wife need not be aa- 
ministered where one has: died. 

FUNDS—Most income of the 
state universities is to be placed 
in the state treasury, and not de- 
posited in private bank accounts. 

FIRE—County school board may 
insure property in mutual insur- 
ance company against loss by fire. 

LIEUTENANTS—Legislature in- 
tended to create ranks of lieuten- 
ant for automobile drivers assign- 
ed to governor and state road de- 
partment chairman. 


TALLAHASSEE—Owners of du- 
plex apartments may not claim 
each apartment as a homestead 
and thus exempt from taxes. The 
Florida Supreme Court ruled that 
where two families own a duplex 
apartment, each may get only one 
half of the $5,000 tax exemption al-

Catfisk Seining To 
Be Permitted On 
Lake Okeechobee 


TALLAHASSEE — Supervised 
catfish seining will be permitted 
starting July.9 on Lake Okeecho- 
bee; Lake George, Crescent. Lake, 
and the St. Johns River at, Green 
Cove Springs, Director Ben L. Mc- 
Lauchlin of the State Game and 
Fresh Water Fish Commission an 
nounced last week. -` 

The announcement followed a 
three-hour informal meeting at- 
tended by about 100 commercial 
and sports fishermen and members 
of the Commission at Williston on 
July 3.. 

McLauchlin reported that the 
following regulations would apply 
to all seining crews, granted Com- 
mission permits, in these areas 
once the operation is started: 

Wildlife officers in full uniform 
wearing sidearms must be present 
with each crew; each crew must 
be licensed (it is estimated that 30 
crews will be issued permits); sein- 
ing will be’ permitted only on 
weekdays during daylight hours 
(from 4 a: m. to 4 p. m.) and no 
Saturday or Sunday seining will 
be allowed; wildlife. officers will 
Place the boats and all equipment 
under lock and key. at night; and 
each net will be. required to have 
a flying-buoy (a buoy with a flag), 
while working. 


The director also made it plain 


to, the commercial fishermen that 
seining permits would be cancelled 
permanently for those ` violating 
any of the rules and regulations he 
has set. 

It is anticipated that a large 
number of predatory fish, includ- 
ing gars and mudfish, will be re- 
moved by these operations. All 
crews have been instructed to kill 
the predators before they are re- 
turned to the water.
